1. Action Requested : Your signature is Requested on the attached 
letter to the Archivist of the United States /iving notice of your deci- 
sion to continue classification en bloc on Q&S documents which have 
been reviewed and which will be described on standard forms to be 
attached to the letter to the Archivist.

2. Background : The documents involved were reviewed by repre- 
sentatives of the Information and Privacy Staff and the DDO unit 
responsible for the review of OSS records. The documents have been 
randomly located in files held by the National Archives. Preparation 
and handling of the Standard Forms «25 was done as a courtesy for the 
reviewers by the Records Review Br/nch of ISAS. 

3. Recommendation : I recoipnend that you sign the covering letter 
in lieu of Standard Forms 325.

2. T he documents were reviewed by/the OSS declassification team 

headed by This represents three years of work on 

their part. They have completed approximately 22% of the project 
during which they declassified 88% of the material encountered. They 
have yet to, however, release any <jf this material to the public.
